SOMETHING AROUT HIM.

Carr is with the three companies of cav- 
alry lying at Benson on the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. The balance of the 
troops are still near Hatchet mountains. 
So sar as known no engagement has yet 
been had between the military and the 
Indians. The people here have no faith 
in the military, and rely entirely on the 
Rangers.

About 2 
o’clock this morning he called his son, 
ex-Mayor Cooper, and Mrs. Abraham 
Hewitt, his daughter, and her family to 
his bedside, saying to them he knew he 
had not long to live, and they must be- 
come reconciled to the fact. Death oc- 
curred exactly at 3 a..m. He remained 
conscious up to the time of his demise, 
and made several remarks on family 
affairs. Many friends of the family and 
prominent citizens called at the house 
this morning to sympathize with the 
bereaved family. Peter Cooper was 
born in this city February 12, 1791, and 


lived a life full of honors from early 
boyhood.

PETER COOPER, 


The death of Peter Cooper, who 
expired at his home in New York 
early yesterday morning, at the ripe 
old age of ninety-two years, was the 
death of a man of wide fame as an 
inventor, manufacturer and philan- 
thropist. He rose from an early life 
of obscurity and toil to be the possessor 
of lerge wealth, which he used wisely 
and liberally for the benefit of his 
native city and his fellows. His first 
invention was an improvement in 
a machine for shearing cloth. In 1830 
he erected iron works near Baltimore, 
and there constructed after his own 
designs the first locomotive engine 
ever built inthis country. He took a 
great interest in the first ocean tele- 
graph, also in the canal system 
of the State of New York. But 
the crowning work of his life was 
the founding of the famous Institute 
in the city of New York which bears 
his name. In 1854 was laid the corner- 
stone of the Cooper Institute, an insti- 
stution for the instruction of the indus- 
trial classes, which has for years been 
4 one ot the famous buildings ofj the 
city. It is a large stone structure 
situated at the junction of Third 
and Fourth avenues, and Contains a 
school ot art for women, taught in the 
daytime, and a free school of teleg- 
raphy. Free schools of art, science, 
mathematics, practical engineering, 
etc., are open to youth of both sexes 
- every evening, lectures are given every 
- Saturday night, and a free reading- 
room and library are open to the pub- 
fic at all hours. The hall of Cooper 
Institute has been the scene of 
. many of the largest public gatherings 
ever assembled in the metropolis. It 
was here that Abraham Lincoln deliv- 
ered one of the greatest speeches of 
his hfe, on the 27th of February, 1860. 
In 1880 a cupola and an additional 
story were added to the Institute 
building, and on his ninetieth birth- 
day anniversary, two years ago, Mr. 
Cooper presented the Institute with 
$110,000. 

Mr. Cooper, in the course of a long, 
active and useful life, made a bright 
record for himself as a philanthropist 
in the largest and best sense. He was 
a warm-blooded lover of liberty, hated 
human slavery, sympathized with and 

helped the struggling advocates of 
free soil in Kansas and Nebraska in 
the exciting days of 1854-57, and 
poured out his great wealth freely to 
save the Union from destruction 
at the hands of the © slavehold- 
ers’ rebellion. In recent years he 
gave much attention to financial prob- 
lems, and warmly espoused the cause 
of a national paper currency. 

Peter Cooper was especially eminent 
for his good works, and he had in his 
character not a few elements of true 
greatness. His is an honorable fame, 
that will not die with the man.

erence is generally had to the woorks 
of W. D. Howells, Henry KR. James, 
Geo. W. Cable, and others to a_ lesser 
degree. Mr. Howells, in discussing 
his friend Mr. James, had the temeri- 
ty to refer to the latter’s work as pos- 
sessing merit more attractive to the 
public than the works of Dickens and 
Thackeray. On this apparently harm- 
less remark an international dispute 
has arisen. British critics liave rushed 
to the rescue of their favorite writers 
of fiction. Mr. Howells has explained 
what he really meant, or did not 
mean; Mr. Charles Dudley Warner 
has taken off his coat and stepped into 
the ring; Mr. R. W. Gilder, of the 
Century Magazine, has added his mite, 
and the editorial fraternity through. 
out the United Kingdom have jumped 
iuto the discussion with especial zest 
All this whetted the appetites of the 
public to know what the Nineteenth 
Century Club might offer, and partic- 
ularly as Mr. Julian Hawthorne, fa- 


deliver the address of the evening. 
Mr. Hawthorne, be it said, rapped the 
modern novel sharply. It is not that 
it is too *‘realistic,” but that it deals 
with the materials too meagerly. Triv- 
ial incidents are not condemned, but 
the technique should be elevated—ro- 
mantic instead of dogged narration,. 
dissection and unwashed description. 
In short, Mr. Hawthorne finds fault 
evidently with the tendency to report- 
age in modern fiction. He would evi- 
dently classify the work done as high- 
class reporting, only. Instead he 
claims that art is, or should be, an 
effort to attain the ideal from whatever 
department of life the picture is taken. 
We are all every-day men and women, 
each with his or her possibility of be- 
coming a hero—should the opportuni- 
ty offer.

Some staggering figures are given 
by a New Orleans journal regarding 
Jay Gould’s ownership of and invest- 
ment in railways. The statement as- 
sumes that he has purchased, as report - 
ed, the East. Line and Red River Rail- 
road, from Jefferson to Greenville, 
Texas. It also includes the mileage of 
the Texas and Pacitic to El Paso, of 
which there are about 250 miles yet 
incompleted; the unfinished lines in 
the New Orleans Pacific, which will 
be closed in October, the extension of 
the Iron Mountain road to Camden, 
and from Kuober to the Louisiana line ; 
the unfinished liiks in the Missouri 
Pacific from Fort Worth to Austin, 
and from San Antonio to Laredo, all of 
which will be finished soon. On this 
basis of calculation Gould’s mileage of 
railways foots up as follows: 


Galveston, Houston and Henderson......... 50 
Kast Line and Red River...................... 125 

Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific (including 
from Danville to Vincennes and Cairo)... 2746 
Union Pacific system, 546 
Total Gould 
It will be seen that about 2400 


miles of Gould’s lines are in Texas and 
340 miles in Louisiana. The above 
table does not include Gould’s Mex- 
ican line, the Mexican Oriental Inter- 
oceanic and International Railroad. 
which will embrace 1200 miles, Add 
this, and the mileage of the Gould 
systems is augmented to 13,000 miles. 
Rating the Western Union Telegraph 
at $86,000,000, and tie capital of the 
Mexican road at $50,000,000, the in- 
vestments in what are known as the 
Gould properties are as follows:
